State Gets $16,091,404 In 
Federal Aid, Four Years.

AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 13.—Dur- 
ing the last four years Federal aid 
of $16,091,404 was apportioned to 
Texas for construction of highways, 
according to Rollin J. Windrow, 
State Highway engineer. In the 
amount of Federal aid Texas ied 
all other tes Mr. Windrow in dis-

“To June 1920, the State High- 
way Department of Texas has sent 
to the Bureau of Public Roads at 
Washington for approval 165 project 
statements, . Only two States in the 
unfon submitted more project state- 


ments than Texas for this period. 
They were Minnesota and Georgia. | Tu 


“The total mileage covered in 
these projects statements was 42,413. 
Only one State, Nebraska, exceeded 
this mileage. 

TO CosT $24,245,577. 

“The estimated cost of the work 
covered in thése projects statements 
amounted to $24,245,677. The esti- 
mated cost of the projects sent to 


a the bureau for approval by Penn- 


sylvania, Kansas and Ohio exceeded 
this amount, probably due to the 
fact that the type of construction 


‘was higher. 


“The Federal aid requested on the 
Texas projects amounted to $8,422, - 


695, which was exceeded only by 3 


Pennsylvania. Pennsylvania re- 
ceived the third largest appropria- 
tion by the Federal Government for 
the fiscal years. mentioned above, 
Texas being first and New York 
second. 

APPROVE 151 PROJECTS. 


Of the 165 project agreements| 


sent in to the Bureau of Public 
Roads 151 were approved, exceeded 
only by Minnesota, although 
Georgia sent in mvore than Texas. 
These project statements 
covered 2218 miles of highway ex- 
ceeded only by Nebraska.

Formal Letter in Hands of 
Mayor Cites Great Growth 
of Police Department. 


The resignation 
as Chief of Police, effective October 


1, was officially presented to Mayor 
Snyder yesterday at noon. ‘The Chief

For some time past it has been 
possible for firms sending out many 
thousands of letters in the course of 
théir business, to secure permits that 
avoided the use of sta on ‘each 
envelope. This permit wag printed 
on the envelope.

The devices will be for rent at the 
postoffice, and the person desiring 
to avail himself of its operations, 
pays for, say, Bs thousand impres- 
sions, and Whe ng 2 cents for each 
envelope. hen this number of 
envelopes counted, sealed and 
stamped wit number of the per- 
mit, the machine automatically clos- 
es, and the permission to use it for 
other envelopés must be secured and 
the machine set f the additional 
number desired the business 
man before it will operate again.

UTAH COAL DEPOSITS 
WOULD SUPPLY WORLD.

SALT LAKE CITY, Sept, 15. There 
is in Utah 1,260,000,000 tons of high 
grade coal, enough to supply the en- 
tire world for several decades, ac- 
cording to a report made public by 
Wiliam Bailey, secretary of the State 
Board of Equalization, and William 
Peterson, board geologist, who have 
just completed a survey of the coal 
resources of the State. report 
estimates there are 100 square miles 
of coal 66,000 acres, with more than 
20,000 tons to the acre.

$10-a-seat movie has arrived. When 
D. W. Griffith’s big film version of 
“Way Down East” opened at the 
Forty-fourth-street Theater  iast 
week he charged $10 for the best 
seats. Even at that price the house 
was jammed. Since then the picture 
has been running at $3 a seat, top, 
in both New York and Philadelphia. 
It opens in Boston next Monday and 
in Los Angeles about October 9. 

It is the biggest production Mr. 
Griffith hee made since “Intoler- 
ance.” Nearly a year was spent on 
the production, which cost $8040,- 
000 in real money. Over 800,000 feet 
of film was shot to get the 12,000 
feet of drama used orn the screen. 

The middle part of the picture fol- 
lows pretty closely the old melo- ' 
drama, but there is a new first part 
—a sort of prolegue filled with Lu- 
cille gowns and the atmosphere of 
Boston Back Bay society, to show 
how Anna happened to be a ruined 
lady. Also, Mr. Griffith had added 
a storm in which Anna gets lost and 
from which she is rescued. In the 
process of getting herself lost she

Consequently, two years ago when 
he first assembled the Scotti Grand

TUBES SHOULD BE 


MANY OF THEM ARE RUINED 
BY JOLTING AROUND IN 
MACHINE. 
“Box worn” means about the same 
thing in automobile inner tubes as 
“shop worn” means in clothing. 


factory it is ordinarily placed in a 
box and waxed paper to keep it in 
perfect condition from factory to 
customer. But this waxed paper 
packing which is so essential to in- 
sure the tube’s resiliency and elas- 
ticity—in other words, its life—is 
not intended to be the wrapping 
which will protect it when careless- 
ly thrown in the tool box of a car. 

Here the constant jolting and 
ewerving of the car causes the loose- 
ly-packed tube to chafe against the 
sides.of the box, according to the 
Miller tire repair school at Akron, 
Oo. As @ result, the tube chafes 
through at the folds. If it is a re- 
paired tube carelessly thrown in the 
box, it ordinarily lacks even the pro- 
tection of the factory wrapping 
against cutting on the sharp edges 
of tools. 

“A motorist,” say the Miller ex- 
perts, “will always find in the road- 
side emergency that his tubes are 
in the same serviceable condition as 
when he placed them in the car if he 
will carefully wrap them in soft 
cloth or paper so they cannot slide 
around in the wrapping. Better 
than this, however, is the purchase 
of a tube bag. It is not only excel- 
lent, but cheap, insurance against 
tubes becoming “box worn.” | 


HORSE TEAMS GIVE

RUMBLE OF MOTORS I5 NOW

Times have changed in the past 
few years and the horse teams of old 
have, now more than ever before, 
begun to disappear from the farms 
and ranches and in their place the 
steady hum of the tractor is begin- 
ning to be universally heard.

“LONG” METHOD PAVE. 

TERRA BELLA.—-B. A. Reeves, manager 
for the Bell Orange Company, states that 
the company’s “cot” and peach crops for 
the -season will average around $600 per 
acre, gross returns. There are 
acres in apricotea and peaches, planted six 
years ago. Mr. Reeves has employed the 
“long” method of pruning and has not been 
cultivating the orchard this summer, the 
last cultivation having been given in May. 
He left the furrows and irrigated frequently 
with the result that the “cots” sized up 
rapidly with a better average than last year, 
when regular methods were followed.

that the supply of torteise shell became 
inadequate. Now nearly all “shell” rims 
and ear pieces, that is, the imitation tor- 
toisé shell, are made of pyroxylin plastic— 
a@ product of cotton. 

Few have any idea bow this material is 
manufactured. A high-grade tissue paper is 
made from cotton rags. This tissue paper 
is given acid baths which make it soluble in 
camphor and alcohol. It is then mixed with 
camphor and aicohol, coloring matter is 
added: it is run between hot rolls and is 
then made into sheeting of varying thick. 
nesses. 

To make the imitation tortoise shell, 
strips and chips of dark brown and amber 
colored sheeting are compounded together 
by running them through the rolls again 
while still in plastic conditiog—‘“mottling 
on the rolls,” this ig called. The sheets, 
after undergoing this process, very closely 
resemble sheets of rea} tortoise shell. 
Manufacturers of optical accessories buy 
these large sheets and by means of dies cut 
out the frames, which are’ finished on polish- 
ing wheels. 

The ear pieces and sometimes the 
themselves are made from rods of the imi- 
tation shell. Rods are made by moulding 
the material after it is mottled on the rolls 
into cylindrical forms and cutting the roll 
or “beading” on a lathe; ° 

The rods are shaped by manufacturing 
opticians by first heating them slightly and
